Paris. Oct. 15.—Ears will he ornaj 


mented this season, according to the 
latest dictum from the French capital. 
Whether it was the Exposition of 
Decorative Arts or the reign ot bob 
that brought them beck, BO one ex- 
actly knows, but at any rate, ear- 
rings promise to be the most Im- 
portant part of women's wear In the 
winter to come.
